By the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, in Council. 

DE GREY. 

Whereas, pursuant to an Act passed in the first year of Her present Majesty’s reign, intituled, 
“ An Act to provide more effectual Means to make Treasurers of Counties and Counties of Cities 
in Ireland account for Public Monies, and to secure the same,” the Lord Lieutenant, in Council 
did, by an Order, bearing date the 31st day of October 1837, make the following Rule : — 

“ It shall be the duty of every such Treasurer as aforesaid, within two calendar months 
after a copy of any such account as aforesaid shall have been transmitted to him, audited 
pursuant to the provisions of the said Act, to pay into the Bank with which he shall have 
such account as aforesaid, any balance which may appear due by him thereupon, unless he, 
or the Clerk of the Crown of the county or county of a city or town, who is hereby 
authorized on behalf of the said county or county of a city or town so to do, shall present 
a petition to the Lord Lieutenant in Council, certified to be a proper petition, by one of Her 
Majesty’s Counsel, within one month after such account shall have been transmitted as 
aforesaid, praying that the same may be altered ; and if such petition shall be presented, it shall 
be the duty of such Treasurer to pay any balance which may be declared due on such account, 
by any order to be made on such petition, within one calendar month after the making 
thereof ; and he shall transmit to the Chief Remembrancer a certificate of his having duly 
paid any balance payable by him as aforesaid within eight days after the time at which he is 
required to pay the .same in and by this Rule.” 

And whereas the Lord Lieutenant in Council did, by an Order, bearing date the 17th day of 
March 1841, make the following Rule: — 

“ It shall be lawful for the Treasurer or Clerk of the Crown of each county, or county of 
a city or town in Ireland, at any time before the expiration of two months from the termi- 
nation of the next assizes for such county, or count}' of a city or town, to present a petition 
of appeal to the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland in Council, praying that any account of the 
Treasurer for such county, heretofore passed by the Chief Remembrancer, may be altered in 
such manner as shall be specified in such petition; and as to any Treasurer’s account which 
shall hereafter be audited and declared by the said Chief Remembrancer, it shall in like 
manner be lawful for such Treasurer, or Clerk of the Crown, as aforesaid, within two months 
from the termination of the assizes next following the time at which the same shall have been 
printed and published, pursuant to the third of the Rules made by the Lord Lieutenant, in 
Council, on the 3 1st day of October 1837, to present a petition, praying that the same may be 
altered in such manner as shall be specified in such petition ; and the audit of each Treasurer’s 
account, heretofore passed by the Chief Remembrancer, shall be deemed final and conclusive, 
unless a petition shall be presented within such time as aforesaid for an alteration therein.”

Now, pursuant to the powers vested in us, in and by an Act passed in the first and second 
years of the reign of Her present Majesty, intituled, “ An Act to amend an Act of the last 
Session of Parliament, for providing more effectual Means to make Treasurers of Counties and 
Counties of Cities in Ireland account for Public Monies, and to secure the same,” we do 
hereby rescind the said first-mentioned Rule, and we do make the following in lieu thereof : — 

It shall be the duty of the Treasurer of every county and county of a city or town in 
Ireland, within one month from the termination of the time allowed for presenting an appeal 
against any account of such Treasurer, declared or to be declared by the Chief Remem- 
brancer, to pay whatever balance may remain due by him upon such account into the county 
Hank, or so much of any such balance as shall not be, or shall not have been, already standing 
to the credit of his public account therein, unless he shall have appealed against the said, 
account as so declared within the prescribed time ; and if he shall have so appealed, he shall 
pay such balance as upon the hearing of such appeal shall be declared due by him within 
such time as by the order to be made on such appeal shall be fixed and determined. 

And whereas, pursuant to the said Act of the first year of Her present Majesty’s reign, the Lord 
Lieutenant, in Council, did, by an Order, bearing date the 13th day of September 1838, make the 
following Rule: — 

“ That all Exchequer Bills to be purchased, pursuant to the provisions of the said Act, 
shall be lodged in the Bank of Ireland.” 

Now we do hereby order, — That all Exchequer Bills to be hereafter purchased, pursuant to the 
provisions of the said Act, shall be deposited in the Bank of England.

Upon reading this day at the Board the Report of the Committee to whom it was referred, by 
Minute of the 7th of July 1841, to consider the Rules and Regulations made under the 1st Viet, 
c. 54, and 1 & 2 Viet. c. 63, we do hereby order, that the fee of Five Shillings, now payable for every 
One hundred Pounds sterling, to which the debit side of each County Treasurer’s account amounts, 
shall be reduced to the sum of Three Shillings ; and also that the salary of the Registrar and 
Receiver appointed under the said first-mentioned Act shall be fixed at Two hundred and fifty 
Pounds per annum, from the 25th of March last.
